When they conceived and wrote Bye Bye Birdie at 
the end of the 1950s, relative unknowns Michael Stewart 
(book), Lee Adams (lyrics), and Charles Strouse (score) 
took advantage of some of the top pop icons of the day in 
Elvis Presley and Ed Sullivan. The show features an Elvis- 
like character, Conrad Birdie, a young rock and roll star 
who, hours before he is drafted, will kiss an unknown 
from the heartland of America on the Ed Sullivan Show. 
This public relations deal has been worked out by Albert 
Peterson, Birdie's poor agent, who needs to get on with 
his life and with a relationship he has put on hold to his 
assistant. Rose Alvarez. The events of this romantic 
comedy revolve around Birdie's arrival in the midwestern 
town of Sweet Apple to kiss teen-aged Kim MacAfee. The 
teen population of Sweet Apple, complete with its Conrad 
Birdie Fan Club, mobilizes for the big event. The MacAfee 
family is also swept up in the hysteria. In the process. 
Birdie is revealed for the selfish, opportunistic egoist he is, 
while the prominent couples, Albert and Rose, despite 
Alberf s mother's protestations, and Kim and Hugo, her 
boyfriend, end up together in this delightful romantic 
comedy. 

On April 14, 1960, the show opened in the Martin 




Beck Theater before moving to Broadway for a run of over 
600 performances. Birdie featured then relative unknowns 
Dick Van Dyke (Albert) and Paul Lynde (Mr. MacAfee); it 
also starred Chita Rivera as Rose, Maureen Stapleton as 
Mrs. MacAfee, and Dick Gautier as Conrad Birdie. 
Reviewer John Chapman noted that the show was a 
"smash success" in large part because it featured the 
"freshness, sparkle and impudence of youth." Although 
the production garnered no Tony Awards, the 1963 film 
version, which also starred Van Dyke and Lynde and 
additionally starred a young Ann Margaret as Kim 
MacAfee, was nominated for Best Score and, in terms of 
Golden Globe nominations, for Best Motion Picture and 
Best Actress. Although the critics loved the perky and 
effervescent Margaret, Van Dyke in particular was disap- 
pointed with the film, claiming that it had become prima- 
rily a vehicle for the 22-year-old Margaret. In 1995 Birdie 
was staged again as a made-for-TV movie starring Jason 
Alexander and, among others, Vanessa Williams. 

Tabor Academy's production of Bye Bye Birdie is 
directed by John Heavey with musical direction by David 
Home. The technical director is Richard Van Voris, the 
choreographer is Jane Babbitt. Lilly Wilson ('05) designed 
the scenery and John Robichau ('05) designed the lights.

"Many of our board members are getting older ...

EAR INFECTIONS 

My dog has dark chocolate colored dirt in his ears 
and he is always shaking his head. Is this dirt? 
What causes this? 

Your dog probably has a yeast infection in 
his ears. A dark, waxy discharge associated 
with a musky odor is a characteristic. 
Yeast infections are common in dogs that get 
water in their ears and dogs with allergies. 
Treating ears with a 50 / 50 mixture of vin- 
egar and water makes an acidic environment 
that may resolve mild cases. If the ears look 
red or are painful, see your veterinarian.

Boogeyman. Starring Barry Watson and Emily 
Deschanel. Directed by Stephen T. Kay. Run- 
ning time: 86 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Ever gone to one of those "haunted houses" where you end 
up wandering through pitch-black hallways while things jump 
out at you loudly? That describes too many horror movies these 

days, and it especially sums up Boogeyman, a film I wouldn't 
recommend to anyone with a heart condition — not because it's 
so terrifying, but because the damn thing is like having someone 
scream "Boo!" in your ear every five minutes. The cumulative 
effect is less scary than irritating. Epileptics might want to steer 
clear of Boogeyman, too, as its shocks depend a lot on rapid-fire 
subliminal flashes of supposedly horrific images. Everyone else 
merely risks slow death by boredom. 

Fifteen years ago, a little boy cowers in his bed from some 
unseen thing in his closet. His dad reassures him that there's 
nothing there, but apparently the Unseen Thing hasn't gotten the 
memo, because it makes short work of poor Dad. Cut to the 
present day: the little boy has grown up to be Tim (Barry Watson, 
of Sorority Boys and TV's 7ih Heaven), who works at a city 
magazine when he isn't leaving all the lights on in his apartment 
and casting a wary eye at every closet he sees. Tim has king-size 
issues — he still visits the juviepsych ward that treated him as a 
kid — and the official story is that his dad just took off and that 
Tim processed the abandonment by concocting a Boogeyman 
that took Dad. Of course, if that were the case, we wouldn't have 
a horror movie. 

We barely have one anyway. The idea of the Boogeyman has 
powered many a nightmare; Stephen King's early short story of 
the same name is a nasty little item that reads like a dry rxm for Pet 
Sematary (it also inspired a poorly-made low-budget short film), 
and there was an amusing, if baffling, 1980 thriller called The 
Boogeyman, about a haunted mirror. John Carpenter also gave his 
famous killer Michael Myers the nickname in the original Hallow- 
een ("It was the boogeyman," said Jamie Lee Curtis; "As a matter 
of fact," agreed Donald Pleasance, "it was"). So I was up for a 
decent horror flick tackling this childhood terror. What I got 
instead was a thinly plotted clothesline of shock effects and a 




monster, when we finally see it, that looks like a lame ripoff of the 
three ghastly, silent killers in the superior Buffy the Vampire Slayer 
episode "Hush." 

Watson, who should probably stick to TV and drag, makes 
an annoyingly wimpy hero, and an asexual one, too, though Tim 
has a hot girlfriend (Tory Mussett) and another childhood friend 
(Emily Deschanel) who has a major crush onhim. More bewilder- 
ing still, Tim apparently came from the loins of Lucy Lawless, 
who has a pointless cameo here in a flashback as Tim's mom. 
Lawless hasn't been doing much since Xena ended except tiny 
roles in films produced by her husband Rob Tapert and his 
partner Sam Raimi, who founded the company Ghost House to 
put out medium-budget PC-13 spook shows (their first was last 
fall's The Grudge). It's nice that Raimi, who made his name as the 
hyperactive director of the Evil Dead films, wants to keep his hand 
in horror, but it would be nicer if these movies amounted to 
anything but making a quick buck. 

I'm sick of the supernatural, too. Ghosts have become the 
new slashers — overworked monsters in an exhausted genre. The 
Sixth Sense started it, and the Ring remake kicked it into overdrive. 
For a while, it was refreshing to see old-school horror that didn't 
rely on dumb teenagers being isolated and butchered, but now 
we have dumb teenagers (or dumb adults) being isolated 
and...startled a lot. It will continue, I fear, until another horror 
movie comes out of nowhere and makes $200 million, and then 
everyone will rip that off for five years. Anyone want to predict 
the next trend?

Although everyone is still in the grip of "football fe- 
ver" in the wake of the New England Patriots' remarkable 
third Super Bowl win this past weekend, I'm sure there are 
long-suffering and die-hard Red Sox fans out there who 
won't soon forget the fact that their beloved team won the 
World Series Trophy last October after years of near-misses. 
And thankfully keeping true to their promise, the powers 
that be at the Red Sox organization are in the process of 
bringing the coveted World Series Championship Trophy 
to all 351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, with upcoming stops slated right here in the tri- 
town area. 

Of course, finding a venue to glimpse the trophy might 
be a bit of a challenge itself for those in Mattapoisett. Al- 
though our office received a press release from State Rep- 
resentative William Straus' office on February 3 stating the 
trophy and winning Game 4 World Series baseball would 
be on display on Monday, February 14 from 11:00 am to 
12:00 noon at the Mattapoisett Town Hall, we received a 
second e-mailed press release from the Old Rochester Re- 
gional School District on Tuesday, February 8 stating the 
trophy and baseball would be at Old Hammondtown 
School in Mattapoisett during the same hour. 

Now I know there's a certain "magic" associated with 
such baseball memorabilia, but having these items appear 
in two locations at the same time is a bit of a stretch. 

In an example of red-tape-tangled-up-in-small-town- 
politics at its finest, I spent the better part of Tuesday morn- 
ing playing phone-tag with staffers from the ORR School 
Superintendent's office and both State Representative Wil- 
liam Straus' and State Senator Mark Montigny's offices — 
the two co-sponsors of the area trophy appearances — try- 
ing to pin down exactly where the trophy and ball would be 
in Mattapoisett on February 14. Everyone seemed to agree 
on when ... just not on where. 

To me, the real head-scratcher was when I discovered 
that the venue had, in fact, been changed to Old 
Hammondtown School during a School Committee meet- 
ing on Monday night. I guess the change was made to bet- 
ter accommodate the number of people they expected to 
turn out to view the ball and trophy. 

Now I don't disagree that it makes more sense to go 




with the larger 
venue for both 
parking and safety 
reasons, but I guess 
I have to wonder 
why such a seem- 
ingly simple and 
straightforward 
public event was 
cause for so much 
confusion. The tro- 
phy is slated to 
make stops in both 
Fairhaven and Rochester as of this writing — at the 
Fairhaven Recreation Center from 2:30 to 3:30 pm on Feb- 
ruary 14 and at Rochester's Memorial School on Saturday, 
March 19, with an exact time to be determined, according 
to Town Administrator James Huntoon. No confusion there . 

What's also puzzling is why the School Committee and 
school administration in Mattapoisett seemed to coerce the 
change of venue without consulting the co-sponsoring state 
officials of the switch. After all, by the time I received the 
"updated" press release from ORR, I had already seen pub- 
lished reports citing the Town Hall location for Mattapoisett. 

So I guess as of right now, if you want to see the 35- 
pound, 24-inch tall sterling silver World Series Champion- 
ship Trophy up close and personal, you've got a couple of 
options, all of which are free-of-charge: 

• Stop by Old Hammondtown School in Mattapoisett 
between 11:00 am and 12:00 noon on Monday, February 
14 ... or maybe Town Hall ... or just drive around for a while and 
look for a large baseball cap-wearing crowd; or, better yet: 

• Ctop by the Fairhaven Recreation Center from 2:30 
to 3:30 pm on Monday, February 14; or 

• Plan on attending the showing at Rochester Memo- 
rial School on Saturday, March 19; or, if you just can't wait: 

• Cut out the above photo and stick it to your fridge 
with that banana magnet usually reserved for your shop- 
ping list and give it a glance every time you indulge in a 
refreshing beverage. 

I can't wait to see what kind of headaches the Vince 
Lombardi trophy will induce.
